Although tho main enemy drive had been turned aside 
and slowed down, the counterattack broke out in a new sec­ 
tor 20 miles south of the city of Luxembourg last night. 
A battle involving lf) tanks and two companies of infantry 
was fought at dusk last night on a newly active front some 
20 miles south of the city, reports said.

repulsed.

'bird Army sector at Th ion Ville.) 
Turned Aside And Slowed In Spots 
After six days of a slashing assault in which German 
fo rc e s had driven a wedge 32 miles deep into Allied lines by 
uesday noon, Field Marshal Earl Von Kundstedt’s columns 
.rn Belgium have been turned aside in some sectors and 
fo rc e d to a slower pace in others, said a field report timed 
at 8:55 a. rn. today, 
Along the 32-mite German north Hank veteran Allied 
fo rc e s had swung into action after speed marches across 
snow-topped mountains. 
Fierce tank battles had been fought 
in head-on collisions with German armor, and cool veterans of 
river crossing* all the way from the Volturno in Italy to the 
Mozelle in France had mowed down waves of Germans a t­ 
tempting to force the turbulent Ambleve. 
This flank was 
firm. 
Situation improved But Confused 
Along the southern Hank of the bulge the Allied situation 
also was improved, hut still confused. 
However, the initiative still was in the hands of Von 
Kundstedt and groups of 20 to 30 German tanks still made 
slashing penetrations here and there and roved behind Allied 
lines. 
Both sides were pouring tens of thousands of men into 
the critical phase of the battle every few hours as the in­ 
tensity of the conflict in the fog-shrouded cauldron mounted, 
Except for a few field dispatches, however, there was no 
new word as to the depth of the German penetration. 
Not until I or 5 p. rn., Eastern W ar time, was Gen. Dwight 
i I). Eisenhower’s headquarters expected to make a new an­ 
nouncement of positions. 
.Most Of Allied Planes Are Idle 
Allied aircraft, the factor which might turn the tide of 
battle, were kept largely in idleness. 
RAE heavy bombers 
resorted to their night bombing technique, however, and 
dropped an estimated 1,800 tons of bombs through the fog 
I in a daylight attack yesterday on the German town of Trier, 
an enemy supply funnel point 26 miles northeast of Luxem­ 
bourg city. 
The British fliers returned last night to the 
i Rhine cities of Cologne and Bonn.

"Since the beginning of lire 
war 2.303 bombs have fallen in 
the Windsor A R P . area and 
nine people have been killed. 
‘ T hirty-eight so badly Injured 
thai they were sent to hospital 
and detained, and seventy-three 
were treated a t First-Aid posts. 
"Of the 2,303 bombs, 193 were 
high explosives, 12 oil bombs, 
five phosphorous bombs, three 
flying bombs and 2,090 incen­ 
diaries. 'Hie first dropped were 
on the night of 24th and 25th 
of August. 1940. 
"Approximately 1,643 houses, 
three churches and six public 
buildings have been damaged, 
most of them slightly. 
"Leaving out of account the 
incendiary bombs, it will thus 
be seen that one person was kill­ 
ed for every twenty-two that 
fell. or. including the incendi­ 
aries, it took 213 bombs to cause 
one death.
